DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following Office Action is based on the amendment filed on February 4, 
2009, having claims 1-47, 51-55, 57 and 59-64. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed February 4, 2009, with respect to claims 1 -47, 51 -55, 
57 and 59-64 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection(s) of claims 
1-47, 51-55, 57 and 59-64 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -47, 51-55, 57 and 59-64 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1-47, 51-55, 57 and 59-64, the prior art fails to teach or render 
obvious a combination of: 

The radio network controller initiates the SCCP signaling connection for the 
packet data communication, and 

The core network initiates the SCCP signaling connection for the broadcast or 
multicast service
